We submit our regular report as 

follows: : , 
1. As authorized by the Council, we 

arranged with Clem Brady to drill 

from the bottom of one of the intake 
wells to ascertain the possibilities of 
getting a supply of water by flow or 
seepage so that we would be free from 
muddy water in the summer when the 

river is high. After drilling about 20 

feet, a small flow was struck of about 

2% gallons per minute in the six 

inch hole, but this was not consid- 

ered sufficient so, after consulting 
with members of the Council avail- 

able, we decided to drill to about 75 

feet, (Mr. Brady agreeing to drill to 

this depth for $100.00. At about 60 

feet another small flow was struck 

about the same as the first one at 20 

feet. An accurate log of the drilled 

well was secured, which may be valu- 
able in the future. The matter of 

lowering one of the wells about 20 

feet should receive your considera- 

tion. 

2. It will take about a week to com- 
plete the work at the intake wells. 
After this the hydrants will be over- 
hauled and sidewalks repaired for 
winter. 

3. It will be necessary at this meet- 
ing to consider the sending of dele- 
gates to the conference of city rep- 
resentatives to be held on the 24th 
inst. (Wednesday). 

4. Owing to the scarcity of labor 
and the lack of definite estimates of 
cost of operation of a sewage pump, 
we recommend that the question of 
building a sewer on 5th Street North 
be laid over until spring. 

5. We submit accounts for your 
authorization to pay.

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THE LIQUOR PLEBISGITE 
AND THE TRANSFER- 
ABLE VOTE 


Issued by Authority of the Alberta 
Government. 


For the first time in Alberta, the 
preferential ballot, or, in other words, 
the transferable vote system, {is to be 
used in a province-wide election, on 
the occasion of the referendum on 
the liquor question on Monday, No- 
vember 5. 

As is well known, there are four 
questions on the ballot paper. The 
voter must not use the X mark, but 
should place the figure 1 opposite the 
proposal he wishes to become law. 
Then he should place the figure 2 op- 
posite his second choice, the figure 3 
opposite his third choice, and so on. 
Though voters are entitled to “plump” 
for one question, or to vote less than 
the full number of choices. The gov- 


ernment urged them to vote their full|ter or figure would answer the 


number of _ choices. Only in 
this way can the voters obtain . the 
full value of their ballots, and the 
government obtain a full expression 
of opinion. 

The following statement is given as 
an explanation of the use of the 
transferable vote: 

The keystone to our system of 
government is “The Will of the Ma- 
jority shall Govern.” How shall the 
will of the majority of the electors be 
ascertained? By their preferences ex- 
pressed by their votes. 

Where there are only two questions 
before the electors, it is an easy mat- 
ter to get a clear majority decision by 
the use of the X vote method. If 
every elector has to vote for one of 
two questions, he has but one choice, 
and when the votes are counted, one 
or the other of the questions will be 
likely to have over one-half of the tot- 
al votes cast and will be declared car- 
ried, as expressing the will of the 
majority which all must submit to. 

The present method of marking the 
ballot with an X is adequate for the 
purpose of showing the voter’s choice 
out of two only. Any other mark, let-

pose equally well. So long as the 
votes cast at an election can be as- 
sembled in two piles, one or the other 
is almost certain to contain more than 
one-half of all the votes cast andthe 
will of the majority is thus ascertain- 
ed. 

Trouble arises with the X method 
of voting when there are more than 
two questions before the electors, 
with one question to be carried and 
no question receives a clear majority 
of all the votes cast. If the electors 
have to make a choice out of three 
questions, there will pe three piles of 
ballots. If one of them contains more 
than the other two, that is more than 
half of the total votes cast, the will 
of the majority is clearly ascertained, 
and the object of the election has 
been attained. But if the votes are 
about equally divided among the 
three questions and no question has a 
majority of all the votes cast, the 
election has failed to disclose the 
will of the majority. 

If all the-electors were called to- 
gether into one large hall to decide 
by a show of hands which of ihree 
questions should be adopted as the will 
ofthe majority, the electors might 
have to vote twice before reaching a 
decision. On the first vote each eiec- 
tor would hold up his hand for his 
first choice. The result would prceb- 
ably be that no question would have a 
clear majority of all the votes cast. 
But one of the questions would be al- 
most certain to have fewer first 
choices than either of the others. 

The chairman of the meeting would 
declare this question defeated, leaving 
only two in the running. A show of 
hands would next be called for  be- 
tween the two remaining questions. 
Now the electors who had as their 
first choice the defeated question 
would still have a right to vote frr 
their choice of the remaining two. 
The result would be two piles of bal- 
lots with a clear majority for one of 
the questions. 

The same result could be obtained 
by holding two elections under the X 
vote method. At the first election 
each elector would vote for his choice 
of the three; at the second election 
the question receiving the fewest vot- 
es in the first election would be drop- 
ped and all the voters would be given 
a chance to vote for their choice of 
the remaining two, thus giving one 
or the other the necessary majority. 

Such a method would be very cum- 
bersome and too costly to adopt, for 
a dozen consecutive elections mighi 
be necessary to select a winner where 
the questions were sufficiently num- 
erous. Moreover, the same _ result 
can be obtained in a very simple and 
inexpensive manner. Note what the 
electors did-in the two elections re- 
ferred to. In the first they voted 
their choices, that is their first chotc- 
es. In the second election those who 
had voted their first choices for the 
defeated question, voted their second 
choices for one of the two remaining 
questions, and their ballots went into 
one or other of the two piles and tock 
part in the final result in expressing 
the will of the majority. 

Now this result can be secured by 
each elector marking his first choice 
1, his second choice 2, and so on for 
the number of questions, and having 
the consecutive elections all over at 
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once, so far.as his part is concerned, 
The official who counts the votes’ does 
the rest, according to the instructions 
given on the ballot. f-the elector's 
first. preference ,question is dropped 
as having fewest votes, his second 
preference shows which one of the re- 
maining questions he desires’ his bal- 
lot counted for. If his second prefer- 
ence question“is dropped, his third 
preference shows what one of 
then remaining questions he desires 
his ballot counted for. The counting 
official keeps transferring the. ballots 
from one pile to another as indicated 
until there are only two piles left, 
one of which is almost certain to con- 
tain more than half of all the votes 
cast and is thus the expressed will of 
the majority. 

At the coming plebiscite there are 
four questions and each elector is 
urged to mark his preference to the 
limit. The exercise of choice develops 
intelligence, knowledge and judgment, 
and as this form of ballot is likely to 
come into general use the sooner the 
elector learns to use his right to vote 
to'its fullest extent the better it wil: 
be for the elector and for the country,

LLOYD GEORGE TELLS 
MONTREAL AUDIENCE 


Story of the Crises of the War— 
Struggle to Hold Channel Ports. 


Montreal, Oct. 8—In his speech 
here this afternoon at the Arena, 
David Lloyd George gave some details 
of the actual fighting of the Great 
War. After speaking of ‘the great 
moral support the quick response of 
Canada gave to Britain, he said: 

“There were four battles at least, 
and you will forgive me talking hbe- 
cause I was inside tthe story and 
watching the whole thing and these 
things are written in letters of flame 
in my memory, every one of them. 
They represent hours, days of anxiety 
chiselled into one’s heart. 

“I remember the day when the Ger- 
mans broke the line and left the chan- 
nel ports unprotected—that happened 
twice—what did that mean? It meant 
disaster. 2 do not say that it meant 
defeat. do not say ‘the war would 
be lost, although the issue would have 
been very much more doubtful. ~ 

“London could have heen bombard- 
ed, that would have meant nothing. It 
would have only exasperated, only 
provoked, only roused the British 
spirit. (Loud applause),

To the Hditor of The News. 
Dear Sir,— 

Do you remember—I wonder how 
many of us remember—that the min- 
isterial association sent a circular let- 
ter to all the churches last spring, 
asking the minister to pray for favor- 
able crop weather?

The banner he 
waves, however, is not “true blue” but 
amazingly streaked with the red of 
the anarchist! His lurid terms for the 
General Assembly, always addressed 
as “the venerable,” ‘but branded by 
him as “iniquitous’—indicate that, 
despite Scripture, he {s “not afraid to 
speak evil of dignities.” It is, he 
says, “scrapping the Church, wiping it 
out forever, winding it up, selling it 
up,” compelling the faithful to “get 
out homeless on to the street,” al- 


though he knows that equitable pro- 
vision is made for non-concurring con- 
gregations to retain their property 
and share in Church funds. 

What crazy rascals they must be, 
these Moderators, the 427 majority 
members of last Assembly, almost all 
our foreign missionaries and college 
professors! But Parliament can be 
relied upon (with proper push and 
pull) to bring them to their senses! 
Catholics must join in the parliamen- 
tary fight for “religious liberty vs. 
despotism,” else, he tells them, “your 
turn may be the next to have your 
Church scrapped’’—an evil bid for the 
rescue of the minority of Quebec 


in claiming that constitutionally it was 
beyond its powers for the Assembly 
or Church to decide for Union at all. 
He says, “the Church has no provision 
for its own disbanding (a word I 
challenge); allthe constitutional steps 
are for its own continuance.” On this 
principle the people, no matter how 
big the vote, could not legally deter- 
mine for Union. Sending down the 
question to the people was a_ fool's 
errand, for Union was blocked in ad- 
vance by the absence of provision for 
it. Why did not Anti-Unionist. in- 
stead of debating the question as if it 
were valid, enter an injunction to pre- 
vent any vote being taken in either 
courts or congregations? It was 
only when defeated in Church courts 
that they fortunately discovered the 
whole thing illegal. 4 

Some associates of Dr. Scott would 
have liked to unite with the Anglicans, 
and I led in negotiations for a larger 
union. But such a union would be 
unconstitutional; according to Dr. 
Scott we can never unite with any 
oher body! ‘So here our Church is 
stuck perpetually. 

What is really at stake now is the 
spiritual freedom of the Church. 13 It 
free to adjust the expression of its 
prevailing mind upon creed and gov- 
ernment, or is it in the grip of the 
“dead hand?” Is Church Union ‘to be 
prevented by Parliament or any Leg- 
islature? Having failed in the 
Church courts these extremists are to 
appeal to Caesar or the secular arm to 
overrule the Assembly and thwart the 


courage of even the humblest little 
Cockney in Bast London, if it came 
to that (applause). 

“It would have made a vital differ- 
ence in ‘the conduct of the campaign, 
and we fought two great battles to 
keep the German army away from 
those ports. They brought their great- 
est divisions to attack. The first at- 
tack was resisted, defeated by the 
veterans of the old army. 

You know ft. The contemptible lit- 
tle army (prolonged applause). ° 

“They were highly trained men— 
trained fox years—as fine an army 
for fits size as ever left England's 
shores, and they succeeded. 

“The second attack was defeated by 
an army of untrained men, who had 
not fought battles; an army of men 
who were private citizens a few 
months before that; who thought of 
nothing else; who thought not in the 
least, at that time, they would be 
shouldering rifles. With a little train- 
ing they were hurried to the front, fac- 
ing veterans—the German army—the 
best trained, the best equipped; the 
best organized; they broke the line, 
they were defeated ‘by an army of un- 
trained men who came from Canada 
(applause). 

Currie Was There 

Gen. Currie was there and nobly did 
he play his part. Clouds of strangling 
poison let loose, the veterans of the 
allied army breaking before? No 
discredit to them. It was a horrible 
experience. It was new, and they 
broke, and there was a gap open wide 


ing poison, before the days that we 
discovered scientific means for com- 
bating it. There was no time for it. 
They saw the effects of the poison be- 
fore their eyes, and they went on. 

“They had no artillery support in 
those days; wehad no great guns; we 
had very little ammunition, yet they 
fought on. 

“Now, that is one of the reasons 
why I am-saying ‘thank you.’ I am 
taking a little time to say it, but # 
want to say it and I want to tell you 
why I say it. I am the old war pre- 
mier who had the chief responsibility 
throughout the war and I know what 
it meant to my countrymen who had 
to face these things and what it meant 
for France, and IT know the sentiments 
of France. In reference to the cour- 
age and resource displayed by your 
magnificent troops, I said that there 
were four battles at least, if not five, 
decisive battles, where the Canadian 
troops played a decisive part. Vimy 
Ridge, and the battle of the 18th of

The Dominion Dairy Commissioner, 
Mr. J. A. Ruddick, who visited New 
Zealand and Australia recently in the 
interests of Canadian dairying, has 
published his observations in Bulletin 
No. 34 of the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, entitled “Dairying in New 
Zealand and Australia.” These coun- 
tries are competing strongly with

OUR PULPWOOD 


It {s common knowledge that the 
pulp and paper interests of the United 
States are keeping up their profits, 
saving their own timber supplies and 
destroying Canada’s forests, while 
they laugh up their sleeve at the 
simple government they have to deal 
with on this side of the line. Of 
course you will say that the present 
government have a Royal Commission 
to investigate—and in due course, no 
doubt they will investigate—and find 
out facts that were already known by 
everyone. It is a fine way the govern- 
ment at Ottawa has developed, to 
raise a commission on every occasion. 
The people pay for it, and it allows a 
minister to hold down his job even if 
he knows nothing of his duties. 

Recently, the United States inter- 
ests, at a meeting at New York, 
raised a huge sum for propaganda in 
Canada, designed to prevent the going 
into effect of the embargo on pulp- 
wood. They do not wish to have to 
come to Canada, to establish mills 
here, to employ Canadian labor, or to 
add to the Dominion’s revenue. We 
cannot blame them for not wanting 
to do any of these things. It would 
presumably cut down their profits to 
do them. And if further time is wast- 
ed by the appointment of useless 
commissions by the Liberal govern- 
ment at Ottawa, while the selfsame 
interests are straining every nerve to 
get all available pulpwood out of Can 
ada, the newspapers of Canada _ will 
be sooner or later at the mercy of 
United States interests. 


THE EDITORIAL COLUMN 


In former days, when every paper 
leaned either to one side or the other 
in politics, every paper had a regular 
editorial column in which the editor 
expressed his prophecy, or hope, or 
whatever it might be called, that the 
opposite party and all its hirelings 
might go to everlasting perdition. 
Lately, very few papers in the Prov- 
ince, outside of the dailies, have an 
editorial column of any description. 
It entails a great deal of time and 
thought that might otherwise be spent 
in amassing wealth. In the same time 
that an editorial might be written, 
several hundred blotters might be 
printed and distributed telling the 
recipients that the paper is the best 
yet. And if an editorial column is 
necessary to keep equal with rivals, 
then the scissors and paste pot are 
much quicker. 

The question has been discussed at 
Jength in Washington newspapers and 
journals and the general opinion 
seems to be that if an editorial col- 
umn is run and the editor has any 
ideas to express, then the people are 
glad to read them and, reading them, 
will be influenced by them. 

Of course, the real reason why we 
Tun an editorial column is the same 
that we run any other feature, we 
hope that it will interest people so 
that they will be glad to buy the 
paper in increasing numbers and we 
will get more advertisers at an In- 
creased rate a3 a result. But back of 
it all is the difference in opinion as 
to the best way to get these results. 
We have thought, and. still think, 
that the people are well enough edu 
cated and have enough common sense 
that if a paper is better they will 
Bee it. They will not need to be told 
by us that we knock spots off all our 
gompetitors. 


SPECIALIZED TRAINING 


In connection with rumors current 
to the effect that at the next session 
of fhe legislature the estimates for 
the University of Alberta will be cut 
down, we have heard reasons advanc- 
ed that there is no need of further 
highly educated and specially educa- 
ted people in the Province. It is, of 
course, expensive to train a man very 
intensively in one line, much more so 
than to train many men along genera} 
lines. ; 

We cannot too strongly condemn 
such an attitude on the part of the 
members of the legislature. We hesi- 
tate to state that the members are 
not themselves of sufficient  intelli- 
gence to see the stupendous work 
done by some of the trained men who 
have specialized in their training. 
But we surely trust that they will give 
extensive study to the matter before 
removing the funds that are making 
the training possible to many. 

We have heard it said that the 
amount of the grant proposed to be 
cut off amounts to 50c per head. The 
work already done by the Agricultural 
branch of the University in finding or 
developing special types of wheat has 
raised the per acre yield considerably 
and also produced an earlier variety. 
This alone will within a very few 
years pay the province a hundred fold 
the small per capita expenditure men- 
tioned. 

Will anyone seriously deny that, if 
as stated, the diabetes cure, in the 
preparation of which Dr. J. B. Collip 
had such a large share, proves success- 
ful, the return has more than justified 
all expenditure made to date on the 
University? 

And will anyone seriously contend 
that Dr. Collip or Dean Howes would 
have been able to do anything like 
what they have done if they had not 
had years of intensive preparation?

GERMANY SURRENDERS 


For a long time after the armistice 
of Rethonde, the Germans, both pub- 
lic men and private citizens, believed 
that the war was not irreparably 
lost. Even after the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles was signed they entertained a 
not umreasonable hope that they 
might escape the financial conse- 
quences of defeat. They were en- 
couraged by the refusal of the Senate 
of the United States to ratify the 
treaty and by the very early diver- 
gence between the interests and the 
views of France and those of Great 
Britain. The reckless financial policy 
that has ended at last in the complete 
collapse of the German currency was 
adopted with the idea of making it {m- 
possible for the government to pay 
any reparations in money that would 
be worth anything abroad. Chancellor 
Wirth believed and Chancellor Cuno 
hoped that before things had gone too 
far Great Britain wouid interefere to 


save Germany from its treaty obliga- 
tions. 

Chancellor Stresemann knows that 
Great Britain will do nothing of the 
sort, and he has assumed the painfu! 
responsibility of telling his country- 
men so. The occupation of the Ruhr 
by the French, which was a distinctly 
military movement, has had the re- 
sult M. Poincare intended it to have. 
Great Brifain does not like it, but does 
not intend to go to war about it. Ger- 
many cannot any longer finance the 
passive resistance of the Ruhr work 
men. It cannot definitely endure the 
hand of the French army on _ the 
throat of its industry without becom- 
ing actually as well as technically 
bankrupt. The chancellor admits that 
Germany must make terms with 
France. He is ready tooffer France a 
share in the receipts of all the great 
industrial companies, either througn 
direct ownership of a part of the 
shares of capital or through payments 
made by the government—a sort of 
mortgage claim on German industry 
at large. The government itself can- 
not pay any reparations out of fis 
revenue; its taxes are unpaid, or are 
paid in worthless money. But Industrv 
can pay. Stresemann promises that 
it shall, and we get the impression 
that Stinnes, Thyssen, von Haniel, 
the wealthy men of Germany, have ai 
last agreed with the chancellor that 
there is nothing else to be done. It 
is the final admission that Germany 
lost the war. 

The final arrangements for paying 
the reparations that France and We!- 
gium demand are yet to he made; ani 
those arrangements can only be de- 
termined by a conference in which 
Great Britain will also have a volev. 
But with the agreement by Germany 
to abandon “passive resistance” jn 
the Ruhr the great obstacle to 1% 
settlement is removed. It is of cours: 
posible that a movement, either mon- 
archial or communistic, may arise in 
Germany strong enough to overthrow 
the existing government and disown 
the agreement that Chancellor Strese- 
mann is ready to make. But the 
chance of that Is small. The Germans, 
both in and out of office, are pretty 
well convinced by this time that they 
have lost the war and must pay the 
price of defeat,

In a‘recent report published in 
Editor and Publisher, and from the 
evidence as obtained by the Des 
Moines Advertising Club, it 1s shown 
that ninety-four percent. of newspaper 
readers read advertisements and 
eighty-eight percent. have faith in 
their truthfulness.

A VENGEANCE 


We understand that through a re- 
cent order of the department of rail- 
ways and telephones a change has 
been made with regard to the collec- 
tion of toll charges on the long dis- 
tance telephone. Up to this time the 
local office has rendered the accounts 
at the end of each month and sent out 
the receipts after payment. As most 
of the customers were local the en- 
velopes would require a_ two-cent 
stamp only. 

Under the new order when calls are 
charged up they are the same night 
sent in a list to Calgary—three cents 
tostage—thenat the end of the month 
the Calgary office renders the ac- 
counts—six cents gone—and sends out 
receipts. As against postal charges 
of four cents under the old system 
there are now postal charges of nine 
cents. The loss to the government 
under the brilliant centralizing oper- 
ations of the department must be sev- 
eral hundred dollars. And the City 
of Red Deer postal returns are reduc- 
ed by the cost of the stamps. 


EDITORIAL NOTES 


Up in Spirit River they had a two- 
hour snowstorm last Wednesday, Oct. 
17th, with one-third of the grain yet 
to be threshed. That is a thing that 
might happen here any time now. 
We hope, however, that the farmers 
will have fine weather up to Christ- 
mas, then it may be possible that the 
last sheaf will have passed through 
the thresher and the crop saved. 


Creamery butter made in Alberta 
took a total of 149 prizes out of 236 
prizes offered, or 63 percent., at exhi- 
bitions at Edmonton, Calgary, Regina, 
Brandon, Saskatoon and Vancouver 
this year. Out of 11 open champion- 
ships offered, Alberta butter took 8. 
In the Calgary exhibition six prov- 
inces competed, in three others four 
provinces competed, and in two others 
three provinces competed.

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DAVID LLOYD GEORGE’ 
_ MESSAGE: OF PRIDE 


Winnipeg, October 14.—David Lloyd 
George, in his last Canadian address, 
gave to the Canadian people a mes- 
sage of. pride in the country’s past 
and confidence in her future. Address- 
ing five thousand people here Saturday 
night in the Olympic rink, the man 
who guided the empire’s destiny 
through the war's crucial years arous- 
ed his audience to heights of enthusi- 
asm as eloquently he spoke of the 
achievements in France and Flanders 
of the Canadian army, and of what 
the dominion and the empire should 
expect to accomplish in the future. 

“You have a land,” he said, “that 
develops the manliest qualities. Can- 
ada is not a soft job for anyone, and 
men who look for soft jobs in life 
are fit only for soft jobs. You have 
a land that rewards labor adequately 
—handsomely. Requitted to it devel- 
ops virility in a race. That is what 
Canada gives her sons.” 


Thanked for Welcome 


Mr. Lloyd George said in opening 
that he wanted to thank the people 
of Canada in his last address in the 
dominion for the warmth and kind- 
mess with which they had received 
him, his wife, and his daughter, and 
he regretted deeply that he could 
not go farther west. Winnipeg and 
Manitoba had developed enormously 
since his previous visit 24 years ago. 

“You have in Canada,” he went 
on, “a country of vast treasure and re- 
source. You are just on the 
threshold of your greatness. When 
you think that at the beginning of 
the last century the United States 
had a little more than one-half of 
the population you have today and 
probably not more than one-tenth of 
your wealth of today, you see some 
indication of your possibilities. The 
only country in Europe which I could 
take as a comparison would be Scot- 
land, and on the basis of Scotland 
Canada is capable of maintaining a 
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sturdy population of six hundred mil- 
lion people. 
An Unusual Opportunity 

“You have an opportunity in Hur- 
ope such as probably no new coun- 
try has received in cycles. The United 
States had its great opportunity in 
Europe through the Napoleonic wars. 
The same conditions prevail in Eur- 
ope today, even to a greater degree. 
The war was the most ierrible over 
waged in this world. There will be 
millions of people looking towards the 
west—the land of hope, the land of 
abundance, the land of assured peace 
—as a home for themselves and their 
children’s children. It depends upon 
Canada whether she makes as good 
use of these conditions in Europe as 
the United States did a century ago. 


1914 Was Testing Time 


“We know something in Europe to- 
day of the quality of the men you turn 
out. So do our foes. The trouble in 
1914 tested many a people and came 
as a test for you—gallantly did your 
young men stand it. There were no 
provinces in the empire more loyal 
than the prairie provinces of Canada. 
You turned out tens of thousands of 
gallant men to aid the empire in her 
danger, to fight under the banner of 
liberty in the battlefields . of Europe, 
and your very distance from the 
struggle made the response the more 
remarkable. 

“As a Britisher with some respon- 
sibility for the direction of the war, 
it occurs to me that there was no de- 
cree we could have issued from Down- 
ing street which could have raised a 
single squadron of infantry in Cana- 
da. What you did was of your own 
free will and impulse inspired by 
your own loyalty. Our Empire was 
founded on equality, and when the 
call came you decided to aid the cause 
of equality with 400,000 of your picked 
men. This, I think, was one of the 
most remarkable things in the history 
of the world, and a triumph for free 
government. The achievements of 
Canada will live as long as Canada 
lives. 

Great Future for Empire 


“There is a great future for the 
British empire, just as it has a great 
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past. | It has a record: of.. great 
achievement for humanity. Four tim- 
es it has saved the liberties of Europs. 
But its greatness is only beginning. 
In the empire we have every variety 
of climate and every” resource of 
wealth and riches. Presently the old 
country may have a number of great, 
sturdy, giant sons—but it will still be 
the same old country; a small land 
which you could put in to Lake On- 
tario. But there are things you never 
could submerge—the splendor of her 
great literature, the grandeur of her 
| great traditions, the story of 
through the ages she fought and bled 
and suffered for the freedom of 
speech and institutions and inter- 
national right. No, the land will live 
forever,and the young nations who 
are creating traditions—these power- 
ful, virile young peoples—and the 
aged old land will work together for 
the empire, for the millions under 
the old flag for human right and 
liberty, to raise mankind to a higher 
level.” 
Speaks to Second Audience 

Proceeding immediately to the 
board of trade building, Mr. Lloyd 
George addressed a second audience 
of 3,000 people, along a similar line 
of thought. “You have in Canada a 
great heritage,” he said. ‘“Be worthy 
of it, and with the traditions you 
have and the quality of your people 
this dominion will write its name 
deeply in the story of the human 
race, and generations of men will 
thank God that Canada stood by the 
flag of liberty.”

DON’T BE CAUGHT AGAIN 
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PREMIER KING {S 
OF HONOR AT LONDON 
BANQUET 


London, October 19.—‘We believe,” 
declared Premier Mackenzie King last 
night at a dinner given in his honor 
by the Canada club, “the British em- 
pire is a community of free states. It 
is a community in which we have in- 
terest in common, and we believe that 
if the honor, integrity or common in- 
terests of that community are attack- 
ed,every part and portion of the em- 
pire may be expected to rise and act 
as one. We believe also that in this 
community of nations, as you give ex- 
pression to the national life of the 
different parts of the empire, you give 
expression to the national life of the 
different parts of. the empire as you 
permit them the authority and full 
right which goes with the growth of 
nationhood, so you will help to instil, 
not only a ‘feeling of greater pride in 
their own countries, but greater confi- 
dence in the empire to which they be- 
long.” 

The large dining room of the Savoy 
was crowded for the occasion. Hon. 
P. C. Larkin, Canadian high commis- 
sioner in London, presided, and _ re- 
ferred to Premier King as_ having 
shown ‘his worthiness for the high 
place he filled with honor to himself 
and with credit to his country. 


Notables Present 


The Duke of Connaught and _ the 
Duke of Devonshire, who - likewise 
spoke, also had a word of welcome 
for the Canadian Premier. The Duke 
of Devonshire expressed the profound 
hope that the imperial conference 
would make some material contri- 
bution towards the solutions of these 
problems which “are pressing with 
such severity upon a world war-weary 
to distraction.” 

Promier King referred to the recent 
gifts to the Canadian archives of Lord 
Durham and Lord Monction papers. 
He sketched the early Canadian his- 
tory and recent developments in the 
dominion, observing that the Durham 
papers threw such valuable light on 
some phases of Canadian history that 
a@ large part has been rewritten. 

Premier King referred to the amic- 
able relations between the different 
races and religions in Canada as offer- 
ing an example to the rest .of the 
world of live-and-let-live, forgive-and- 
forget. ‘In this old world particular- 
ly in the continent of Europe,” he con- 
tined, “there still remains an amount 
of suspicion, hatred and revenge to 
which the countries of the newer world 
gladly contribute if they could to help 
remove.” 

Getting Back to Normal 


The premier believed that in mat- 
ters of trade Canada was getting 
back to her normal state. She had 
turned the corner. For a time follow- 
ingthe war conditions in Canada were 
very serious. There had been a great 
deal of unemployment ‘but employ- 
ment was now increasing. Production 
was greater than it had been for a long 
time. Canada held great opportuni- 
ties for investment, and was ready to 
welcome all those from the British 
Isles who were willing to take their 
places on the farms. 

Referring to the halibut treaty hbe- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
Premier King argued that it was of 
concern only to those two . countries. 
In having it signed by the Canadian 
minister of fisheries there had not 
been the slightest intention to show 
any discourtesy to the British am- 
bassador at ‘Washington, but, added 
Mr. King, “‘we feel that so far as do- 
mestic affairs are concerned we have 
full right to self government. We 
feel that as regards matters of trade 
and tariff we have the right to nego- 
tiate with our neighbors or with any 
country.

CANADIANS TAXED 
$90,000.00 AN HOUR 


Other Countries Are Lowering Tax- 
ation and Lesgening Debt—Ours 
Increases, 


The pressure on the people of the 
heavy taxes levied by municipal, pro- 
vincial and federal adminstrations 
will not down. The Kingston Stan- 
dard says: 

“We wonder how many Canadians 
are aware that they are paying taxes 
at the rate of over $50,000 an hour; 
work that out and it will be found 
to be about $400,000,000 a year. It 
{fs a huge burden for Canadians to 
bear, and it is due in a large measure 
to extravagance and want of economy. 
The bad feature about it is that while 
taxation has been increasing in order 
to provide this revenue, other coun- 
tries have been reducing theirs, reduc- 
ing their debts, and balancing their 
budgets. The Canadian Ministers at- 
tending the Imperial Conference will 
learn that though during the first 
year after the war Great Britain’s ex- 
penditure was $10,000,000,000, it has 
now been reduced to $4,000,000,000 in 
spite of a reduction in taxation. One 
way in which this has been brought 
about has ‘been in reducing the expens- 
es of the Civil Service to almost the 
level they were before the war. The 
same sort of story can be told about 
Australia, ‘(New Zealand, France and 
the United States. These are facts 
which Canadians should bear in mind, 
and take the first opportunity in con- 
sequence of turning out of office a 
government which those other coun- 
tries show {!s incapable and untrust- 
worthy.”

Mr. McKay had 
been greatly troubled with asthma for 
years, and no doubt this was the un- 
derlying cause of his death. 

Mr. McKay came out from Scotland 
when a young man to Nova Scotia, 
where he took his theological course 
at Pine Hill college, Halifax. He was 
preaching in Pictou county, Nova 
Scotia, 36 years ago, and has spent 
twenty years in the ministry in the 
West, holding two charges in Mani- 
toba, one in Saskatchewan and one in 
Alberta; he had been here about four 
years. 

He was unmarried, and word as to 
any of his kin had not been received 
up to Thursday night. His funeral is 
set for Monday at 1:30, Knox
